WASHINGTON, July 12.—The situa- 
tion ‘between Germany and the United 
States has taken on such a serious char- 
acter that the policy of the Americdh 
Government will fequire lengthy and 
deliberate consideration, that it may 
have the firmness which the circum- 


stances require. 

This was the statement made today in 
high official quarters. Secretary Lans- 
ing, after taking several days to ex- 
amine the German reply, may not go to 
Cornish, N. H., after all, to confer with 
President Wilson. The original plan, it 
was explained, was for the President 
and Mr. Lansing to confer and thea 
have the Secretary of State draft a 
rote to be submitted to the Cabinet on 
the President’s return to Washington. 
Now the belief is that the President and 
Mr. Lansing, working independently, 
will prepare memoranda and confer aft- 
er their ideas have matured. 

Count von Bernstorff, the German 
Ambassador, has asked Secretary 
Lansing if he wishes to see him and 
the Secretary igs understood to have 
replied that he does after he has 
carefully examined the situation. The 
Ambassador is geeking information 
on the attitude of the American Gov- 
ernment toward the German reply. 

After Mr. Lansfiig had consulted 
President Wilson it js not unlikely 
that some ftatimation will be given 


‘te the German Ambassndor of the 


seriousness, with which the United 
States Government regards the crisis. 

Secretary Lansing has begun work 
On a draft of a reply to Germany, but 
has not given.anyone the slightest 
inkling of his views. Such intima- 
tions, however, as have been received 
from the White House as well as the 
State Department, point to the fram- 
ing of a policy which will express 
even more emphatically than before 
the views of the United States and 
the belief is growing that the next 
note may include some idea of the in- 
tentions ef the American Government 
if ite demands are not met.

BERLIN, July 12.~Under- Secretary 
Zimmerman of the Foreign Office said 
today that Germany would consent to 
placing several great German liners 
under the American flag for the dura- 
tion of the war.for .the transportation 
of neutrals through the zone of subma- 
rine vperations.

State, declared in a statement issued 
last night that editorial comment on 
Germany’s reply to the American note 
represented the extremes of sentiment, 
but that he bélieved the majority of the 
people were interested sotely in protect- 
ing American rights and that they 
would “heartily approve of any steps 
the President might see fit to take to 
keep Americans out of the danger zone 
or separate passengers from contra- 
band, especially ammunition.” Bryan's 
statement follows: 

“Tt is improper to judge from the 
few editorials which have been repro- 
duced what.the genera] sentiment is 
and I am afraid that those which I 
heve read represent the two extremes 
father than the average sentiment. 

‘‘We have in this country a number of 
newspapers which, strongly sympathize 
with the allies and, also, a number of 
rapers which strongly sympathize with 
Germany—but the great majority of the 
people are neutral in feelings, as well as 
in expression and do not take the ex: 
treme views represented by either of 
the groups I have mentioned.

Ab4ndons Old Channel to Cut 
New Path Through Fertile 
Lands. 


GIVES. WOMAN 1200 ACRES 


Ray County Gains Land Which 
Stream Cut From Lafayette 
County..

CAMDEN, Mo., July 12—The Mis- 


ysouri River has long been Known as 4 


practical joker, but seldom does it play 
such astrick as it has the last few days 
in:this section. Suffering from chronic 
insomnia, it arose from its bed one 
night last week and started to wander 
across country. The next morning 
farmers west of town found a full- 
grown river trespassing on their pror.- 
erty. A few mornings later they were 
aroused by an insistent whistle and 
looke& out to see a Steamer and barge 
of the Kansas City Barge Line gliding 
along where a few days before had 
been waving corn. 

The rush of water is widening the 
new channel with such rapidity thar 
huge chunks of soil are being cut away 
constantly. The new river will aver- 
age several hundred feet across for the 
entire two miles of its course. The cut- 
off has teft- the #2 - mites of Camden 
Bend a currentless slough, which al- 
ready is beginning to fill with sand 
bars and sediment. 

Ray County Gets New Island. 

The island formed comprises‘ several 
Square miles of some of the most fer 
tile lard in Lafayette County. Undcer 
the State law this will become a pert 
of Ray County, on the opposite side of 
the river, as soon as the new course 
is recognized as the main channel.

‘The spot where the water start- 
ed through is in the middle of a Iong 
stretch of revetment work, which cost 
$140,000. What ig not being undermined 
will be of no use. Up in the bend the 
big fleet of boats ana barges which has 
been revetting the’ bank thére has 
stopped work. It’s no use doing river 
work several miles from the river.

The official version wap delayed in 
transmission because of the time re- 
quired for enciphering and decoding. 
Comparison of the two texts reveals 
that they were cabled from the same 
translation and that the Associated 
Press copy in transmission had omitted 
a few scattering words which did not 
alter the sense ot meaning. 

In whatever policy is followed the 
American endeavor will be to place fuli 
responsibility on Germany for any sub- 
sequent rupture in friendly relations. 
Since the Lusitania was sunk, May 7, 
there has been :no violation of the prin- 
ciples for which the United States has 
contended unless the mishap to the 
Nebraskan can be included, and in that 
case the Washington Gevcrnment has 
not finally reached a conclusion as to 
whether a mine or a torpedo caused 
the explosion. In the view of- many 
officials, shou'4 German submarine 
commanders continue in practice to re- 
spect American rights, discussion could 
continue, There were intimations, 
however, that in the next communica- 
tions the United ‘States most likely 
would impress upon the German Gov- 
ernment the serious consequences which 
will ensue from any further violation 
of American rights as proclaimed in 
the notes already sent. 

The chief obstaci:, it appears, how- 
ever, to permitting virtually a cstatus 
quo to continue while further notes are 
exchanged is the treatment which Ger- 
many has given to the Lusitania case. 
The United States jas asked ‘for dis- 
avowal of intent to kill Americans and 
for reparation, although the latter has 
been subordinated to the greater con- 
sideration of whether Germany legally 
justified the actior of the submarine 
commander or would admit liability. No 
direct answer on the questions of law 
involved was given in the last note and 
the quick sinking of the vessel was 
attributed to “peculiar circumstances, 
such as the presence of high explo- 
sives. High officials regard this as an 
evasion, pointing out that even if there 
were explosives on the ship, which is 
not admitted, they never would have 
been ignited but for the German tor- 
pedo.

LONDON PAPERS 
UF GERMAN NOTE 


Judgment. of World on Ameri- 
can Influence Depends on U. S. 
Action, Says Times. 


By Associated Press. 
LONDON, July 12.—The London morn- 


ing newspapers in their comment on the 
German reply to the Wnited States con- 


cerning Germany’s submarine warfare 
declare it is a complete negatidn of ev- 
erything President Wilson contended 
for, and conveys impudent and insult- 
ing terms. 

The Morning Post finds ‘‘something 
almost comic in this presentation of a 
humane power anxious for the liberty 
of the seas and for the lives of de- 
scendants of John Adams and Benja- 
min Franklin, holding the stopwatch 
ove> its submarine atrocities in order 
to discover the margin of safety.’’ 

The Post points out that, while Ger- 
many has “‘destroyed numberless Amer- 
ican citizens and much American prop- 
erty during the war,” the allies have 
killed no American, nor?fsunk any 
American ships. It adds that the Wash- 
ington Government has been shown that 
Germany does not care a snap of her 
fingers for American lives, rights or 
property. ; 

Angell’s Arguments Cited. 

The newspaper discovers a curious 
resemblance between. the arguments in 
the German note and the arguments 
advanced recently in the North Amer- 
ican Review by Norman Angell, and 
says that, put into plain English, the 
German proposal is that ‘America 
should ally herself with Germany to 
put an end to the war by a blockade.”’ 

The Daily Chronicle says the German 
proposal to license steamers to carry 
Americans negatives the whole position 
which President Wilson took up and de- 
clared himself ready to maintain by any 
necessary steps, and in that sense, be-, 
cause it is more definite and final, the 
new note is even more unsatisfactory 
than its predecessor. The newspaper 
adds that the note represents a victory 
of Admiral von Tirpitz, the German Min- 
ister of Marine, and Count von Revent- 
low, the naval expert, over the German 
diplomatist. 

The Daily Telegraph characterizes the 
note as the most astonishing utterance 
of the mind of Berlin made in the last 
12 months. 

“As far as insult and insolence can 
be carried without resort to actual lan- 
guage of contempt and defiance,” the 
Daily Telegraph adds, “they are carried 
in this document.” 

This newspaper then asks whether the 
‘insult is a deliberate one, or only an 
effect of the self-centered stupidity 
which so often before has naively sub- 
mitted, for mankind’s approval the so- 
phistical verbosities with which the 
Prussian mind silences Prussian con- 
science.” 

Effrontery, Says the Times, 

“The note is a compound of evasion, 
misstatement and effrontery such as 
only Teutonic diplomacy could have 
brewed,”" says the Times, ‘‘and is not 
likely to ease the tension between the 
two countries. The assurances twice 
demanded by the United States are not 
even mentioned. The note neither prom- 
ises nor refuses financial reparation 
for the loss of American lives, and 
neither agrees nor declines to furnish 
assurances that similar outrages will 
not be perpetrated in the future. The 
matter is apparentiy beneath Ger- 
many'’s august notice. 

“The solemn representations of the 
United States Government are treated 
with the silence of disdain. The main 
issue remains as it was. The Ger- 
mans have not attempted to meet it 
nor are they likely to. Their offer of 
meang whereby Americans may pur- 
chase immunity on tle seas is simply 
an attempt to induce America to con- 
nive at the illegal and inhuman prac- 
tices of the German admiralty.

Germans Take Cemetery and 
Other Works at 2 A. M., 
Using Asphyxiating Shells.

PARIS, July 12.—The 


ment’s official statement today records 
new activity at the front. It says: 
“There was great activity during the 
night upon various portions of the front. 
In the sector of Arras the enemy, after 


having launched a large number of 
asphyxiating projectiles, attempted to- 
ward midnight to the south of Souchez 
an attack which failed. A second attack 
about 2 a. m. permitted him to occupy 
the cemetery and some sections of the 
trenches immediately adjacent, 

“A desperate battle with hand grenades 
took place in the closely situated trench- 
es' to the southeast of Neuville-St. Vaast 
without appreciable gain on either side. 

“Upon the plateaux to the north of the 
Oise the bombardment on both sides was 
particularly violent. 

“In the Argonne there was fighting 
with bombs and mines in which our ar- 
tillery joined. 

‘In the Woevre the enemy violently 
cannonaded Fesnes en Woevre with pro. 
jectiles of all calibers and attempt 
several attacks, one near Saulx en 
Woevre, the others in the forest of 
Apremont at Vaux Fery and the Cow’s 
Head. They were everywhere repulsed. 

“In the Vosges the Germans exploded 
a mine near our positions to the south- 
west of Allertswiller, then delivered a 
strong attack with several companies 
which was throwfi back with important 
losses.’ We made some prisoners.” 


Teutons Prepare for Other Activity 
After Reaching Goal in East. 
AUSTRIAN ARMY HEADQUAR- 
TERS IN GALICIA, Sunday, July 11. 
—The relative subsidence of activity 
On the part of the Teutonic allies in 
the last week may be explained by 
the fact that the goal set for the 
Lemberg campaign already has been 
attained. This was the recapture of 
the city and the securing of strong 
defensive positions to the eastward 
and northward. These positions have 
now been secured along the line of 
the Zlota Lipa and Bug rivers and 
the ridge to the northward of Kras- 

nik. 

The Russians attempted a counter 
offensive from Lublin against the 
Austro-German positions north of 
Krasnik, bringing up heavy rein- 
forcements for this purpose. Owing to 
this movement the Austrian troops, 
which had rushed beyond the posi- 
tions originally selected, withdrew to 
the ridge, where they have been suc- 
cessfully resisting all RusSian at- 
tacks. They feel secure in their pres- 
ent positions and it is believed here 
that they can be easily held against 
whatever forces Russia can throw 
against them. 

Indications now point to a period 
of quiet along the Russo-Galician 
front while the Teutonic allies are» 
preparing for operations in other 
quarters.

Part of English Position 
No. 60 In Blowyg Up. 

BERLIN, via London, July 12.—The 
army headquarters staff today gave out 
the following statement: 

“On the northern slope of Hill 6, to 
the southeast of Ypres, a part of the 
English position was blown up. 

‘“‘A battle at close quarters on the 
western boundary of Souchez is pro- 
gressing. The much fought for ceme- 
tery to the south Souchez again is in 
our possession. It was captured last 
night by storm after a fierce struggle. 
I'wo French officers and 153 men were 
taken prisoners and four machine guns 
and one mine thrower were captured. 

“At Combres and in the Forest of 
Ailly the enemy commenced an attack 
last night, after.strong artillery prep- 
arations. Near Combres the enemy suc- 
ceeded in penetrating our line, but was 
driven out again. 

“At Ammertzweiler, northwest of Alt- 
kirch, we made a surprise attack on 
an enemy division in their trenches. 
An ‘enemy position was ¢aptured over 
a width of 500 yards. Our troops fi- 
nally went back [nto their own line 
of trenehes in accordance with our 
plans, taking a few prisoners with them 
unmolested by the enemy. 

“In the eastern theater, on the road 
from Suwalki to Kalwaria, in the re- 
gion of Lipina, our troops took the outer 
positions of the enemy over a width 
of 2.4 miles.’’

AME DE LORETTE, NEAR AR- 
RAS, France, July 10, via Paris, July 
ll.—After battling 120 days for the hill 
country between Bethune and Arras, 
the French forces are in possession of 
all the eminences looking out upon the 
plain of Flanders. Lille, Douai and 
Cambrai all are visible from here. 

(Bethune is 20 miles north-northwest 
of Arras.) - 

Every positidn along the broad na- 
tional road between Arras and Beth- 
une has been won, except Souchez, 
and last night another quarter mile of 
trenches in the Souchez web was torn 
away. The attack was made under 
parachute rocket lights, the French 
burning bluish white and the Germans 
greenish white, covering the scene of 
the desperate conflict with a ghastly 
glow. 

The most desperate fighting has been 
along the short 10-mile front from Ar- 
ras to Aix Moulette, which began 
Marck 9, with the taking of a few kun- 
dred yards of trenches ‘on the water- 
shed of Notre Dame de Lorette, where 
there are the ruins of an old Merc- 
vingian military road. Every day. since 
then some section of the (ierman 
trenches have been taken, lost or re- 
taken. 

Each side has been employing formi- 
dable artillery both of small and heavy 
caliber, the French guns being s 'me- 
what the more numerous and served 
with unlimited quantities of high explo- 
sive shells. 

Germans Lose 100,000 Men. 

A correspondent of the Assoclared 
Press today went through ‘five «r six 
miles of the trenches formerly beld by 
the Germans and.reconstructed by the 
French who now have abandoned them 
to move forward. Upward of 100,(00 
Germans have fallen or been captured 
in these trenches, accurding io. the 
French official count, since the second 
week of March. The French lvsses, 
the correspondent was confidentially in- 
formed, while serious, have Leen tmnuch 
smaller than those of the Germans. 
There are thickets of little crosses tnade 
of twigs tied together tnarking the 
graves between the trencies. Some of 
these graves have been torn up by tbe 
shell fire. 

Almost every square yard of this re- 
gion is marked by miniature craters 
caused by exploding shells. Spots where 
shells penetrated the earth without ex- 
ploding are indicated by signs bearing 
the words “Live shell.”’ 

One line of the German works was 
just below the summit of a steep slops 
which, from the nature of the ground, 
could not be shelled without danger to 
the French positipn a little higher up. 
The Germans were sheltered in dug- 
outs under the hillside and their French 
assailants, sliding or jumping down into 
the trenches, were shot or bayoneted 
from caves. The line finally was taken 
by tossing grenades wy the basketful 
into the trenches until so many of the 
defenders in the concaved shelters were 
killed or wounded that they were too 
weak to resist an assault. Every curve 
or angle in the miles of labyrinthian 
cuttings has its mci 4 of tragedy and 
hero{sm. 

Arnold Bennett Under Fire. 

In the party which went over this 
ground and into the firing trenches 
within calling distance of the German 
lines with the Associated Press corre- 
spondent were Owen Jehnson, Arnold 
Bennett, Walter Hale, the artist, and 
George H. Mair of tne British Foreign 
Office. As they approached the lines 
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Yeone shell from a four-inch gun burst 


within 25 yards of them, while others 
exploded only 30 or 40 yards away. The 
soldiers in the trenches laughed heart- 
ily at the embarrassment of the civil- 
ians. 

The visitors were invited by the sol- 
diers into their shelters, which are dry 
caves with narrow entrances and with 
clay floors covered with matting or 
sacking and faintly illuminated by the 
light which filters in from the entrance 
or by bits of candle on the inside. Men 
who had been on duty throughout the 
night were sleeping in these caves. “‘ 

The men on the firing line express 
the utmost confidence that what was 
done yesterday or this morning they 
can keep on doing until the war has 
been won. They never hear the Vague, 
unverified reports circulated in Paris, 
sometimes of tremendous &nd impossible 
victories or sinister hints of disaster. 
They know what they have done since 
March 9, when ordered to act upon this 
part of the Aisne. They walk as a mat- 
ter of course of another winter cam- 
paign because they say it will take an- 
other year to break the German power. 

Hear Hearty Laughter at Front. 

The principal occupation of the sol- 
diers when off duty are eating and 
sieeping. The visitor hears more hearty 
laughter in an hour at the front than in 
a week behind the lines. 


Extreme watchfulfess is exercised on 
both sides of the line. German artiller- 
ists shell even one man sighted walking 
within three or four miles of their 
front. Powerful glasses are used by 
the French, graduated lines on the 
lenses showing within 50 yards the lo- 
cation of an object or an individual. 

While the members of the party were 
waiting at the rendezvous at the time 
agreed upon, four automobiles came 
within German range at dust-raising 
speed. German six-inch shells began 
dropping in the roadway so accurately 
that five holes were torn in the con- 
crete after the machines had passed 
The shelling of the road continued with 
extreme precision for some time. One 
cf the French officers remarked that if 
it were not a cloudy day it would be 
impossible for the party to move about 
with safety even a considerable dis- 
tance behind the line because in a bril:

None 
of those remaining think of sleep- 
ing anywhere except in a cellar.

Severa! shops, located 
under ground, are open for busi- 
ness. 

About half the outer walls of the 
beautiful city hall still are stand- 
ing but there remains only one 
jagged corner of the imposing bel- 
fry which once adorned the great 
square of Arras. A citizen occu- 
pying a cellar on the other side of 
the square counted the shells 
which struck the belfry and says 
it took 360 to shatter the beauti- 
ful bit of Spanish architecture.

GEN. GONZALES 


First News From There Direct 
Gives Details of Flight of 
Convention Forces. 


The subdjoined cable dispatch from 
the New York World and the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent in Merico 
City is the first news that has been 
permitted to be telegraphed direct 
from there in months. It was sub- 
mitted to Gen. Pablo Gonzales at his 
headquarters in Guadalupe, a suburb 
two and a half miles from the cap- 
ital and with his permission was 
forwarded.

MEAICO CITY, July 12.—Following 
vacuation of the Zapatistas, the Con- 
stitutionalists are in control of Mex- 
ico City. The Zapata troops left early 
Saturday morning, and a Carranza 
force occupied the city. in the after- 
noon. Gen. Pablo Gonzales, who de- 
feated the Convention garrison and who 
rlans to enter with his forces today, 
has published mgnifestos promising full 
guarantees, orderly administration of 
affairs and general amnesty to political 
and military opponents of the Consti- 
tutional cause. 

The Zapatista retreat was almost a 
recut, after a fierce succession of at- 
tacks upon their advanced positions east 
and northeast of the capital during 
Thursday and Friday. There was little 
fighting in the city proper, except Fri- 
day, between Gaudalupe and Peralvilla, 
where the artillery and rifle firing 
was heavy for several. hours. 

Hundreds of Zapatista officers and 
men deserted Thursday and Friday and 
fied to the suburbs, laden with loot. 

Despite promises to come to the aid 
cf the garrison with the bulk of his 
command, Zapata refrained from giving 
the Convention Government the slightes* 
assistance.

Carranza Commander Persuaded Not 
to Bombard Guaymas, 


GUAYMAS. Mexico, July 11, by radio 
to San Diego, Cal., July 12.—A general 
bombardment of Guaymas by the Car- 
ranza gunboat Guerrero, planned for 
Monday, has been prevented. After a 
strong protest by Admiral Thomas L. 
Howard of the United States cruiser 
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Colorado and foreign Consuis, the Guer- 
rero commander agreed to fire oniy 
upon Southern Pacific trains entering 
or leaving the city and upon the Mex- 
ican steamer Bonita, anchored in the 
inner harbor. 

The commanding officer of the Guer- 
rero said the trains and steamer Bonita 
would be fired upon because they have 
heen used py the enemy in the transpor- 
tation of troops. He agreed not to open 
fire upon any other part of the city. 
Many foreigners and much foreign prop- 
erty would have been endangered by a 
general bombardment. 

The plan for the general bombardment 
was prevented only after Admiral How- 
ard and the French, German, British, 
Italicn and American consuls called up- 
on, the Carranza commander on the 
Guerrero and made a vigorous protest 
in the name of humanity.

“PEARCE” LETTERS 
WAS ARRESTED 


Hans Halle Who Confessed to 
Making Bombs Held in 
New Orleans. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW ORLEANS, July 12.—A 
received by a newspaper here last night, 
signed “Pearce,’’ declared the writer in- 
tended to kill J. P. Morgan and Sir Cecil 
British Ambassador, 
and finish the work of Enric Muenter, 
who wounded Morgan. It warned per- 
sons who had friends or relatives aboard 
the British steamships Howth Head and 
Baron Napier, which sailed from New 
Orleans, July 9, to watch for reports 
from those vessels. 

The writer declared it was Muenter 
who warned passengers on the Lusitania 
before that vessel sailed from the New 
York that it would be dangerous to 
make the voyage on her. It also is de- 
clared that Muenter personally called 
on Charles Frohman and urged him not 
to take passage on the ship. 

Scores of detectives searched -the city 
in an effort to locate “Pearce,’’ while 
squads of British Government agents 
and attaches of local shipping firms 
searched all British vessels in port in 
an effort to ascertain whether bombs 
had been concealed in cargoes. 

Hans Halle, arrested here last- Decem- 
ber for having in his possession a bomb 
which he confessed he had contracted 
to ship to New York, where it was to 
be put on a French line vessel, was ar- 
rested last night and will be held until 
the Baron Napier and the Howth Head 
have been reported safe. Halle recent- 
ly was acquitted of a charge of con- 
spiring to ship explosives on an inter- 
state carrier. 

Halle is mentioned in Pearce’s Ietter 
as having ‘“‘failed completely.’’ Before 
Hallie was acquitted in the Federal 
Court on a charge of having conspired 
to ship explosives, the State had tried 
unsuccessfully to convict him on a 
charge of having explosives in his pos- 
session, 

“Peace” Letter of Warning. 

After announcing his intention to kill 
Morgan to avenge the death of Holt, 
the letter writer says: 

‘Holt (Muenter) was my partner, and 
I glory in the thought of his com- 
radeship. We worked together ever 
since this cursed war began. Holt is 
gone, but I am still here, and I am 
going to carry on the work *the two of 
us began. I am going to carry on the 
work with redoubled fury. 

“The statement that Holt intendea to 
wreck libraries and other such public 
vuildings is a lie. The Capitol is the 
only building that we planned to wrecx, 
and we partly succeeded in our plan 
But what we di4 plan, and what ! aia 
going to carry out, is the just idea to 
stop this country from contributinz to 
the damnable, hellish, barbaric s!augh- 
ter across the ocean. 

“British mule ships are daily leav- 
ing New Orleans laden with livestock 
for the enemies of Germany, just as 
ships laden with guns and ammunition

Bureau of the Pest-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 12.—The following 
dispatch from Hannis Taylor to the 
New York American gains added 
weight from the fact that he formerly 
was Minister to Spain and special coun- 
sel of the Stafe Department, and is 
one of the greatest authorities on in- 
ternational law in the world: 

Mobile, July 11.—Let us not deceive 
ourselves with illusions. Germany has 
her back to the wall; she is fighting for 
her life; she cannot make the conces- 
sions we demand as to her submarine 
warfare, no matter how illegal it may 
be, unless we compel Great Britain— 
and we can—to make such modifica- 
tions in her illegal blockade as wii! 
render such concessions upon the part 
of Germany possible. Who is so blind 
as not to see that through such a 
course of action lies our only path to 
peace? 

We cannot hope to make a friendly 
settlement with Germany until we first 


bring Great Britain to terms, and that 
can only be done through the action of 
the Congress of the United States. 
There never has been a moment in our 
history when the assembling of the 
great council of the nation was more 
imperatively necessary. The time is 
rapidly approaching when we mus* 
either place ourselves in a state of war 
with Germany or accept a rebuff at her 
hands. The decision of war or peace 
is vested by the Constitution in Con- 
gress alone and no other authority 
should venture to exercise it. 

I believe firmly in representative gov- 
ernment. It was devised as a substi- 
tute for autocratic rule and it is a good 
substitute. I have an abiding faith in 
the wisdom, patriotism and sense of 
justice of the American Congress, to 
whose counsel at this critical moment 
the people of the United States are en- 
titled. I have no sympathy whatever 
with the suggestion made loudly in cer- 
tain quarters that it is dangerous at 
such. a time to trust to the discretion 
of the representatives of the American 
people. There should be an urgent and 
a nation-wide demand for the immedi- 
ate convocation of Congress.

George H. Montgomery of 2628 Locust 
street, a shoe fitter working in the Cap- 
itol plant of the Brown Shoe Co., 
Eighteenth and Wash streets, was ar- 
rested by Deputy United States Mar- 
shals yesterday on a charge of pro- 
moting a scheme to defraud. 

Montgomery was indicted at the last 
session of the Federal grand jury. He 
promoted the'‘‘Montgomery Shoe Co. 
of America,”’ which the Government 
contends was not organized in good 
faith. 

Montgomery's firm was incorporated 
under the laws of South Dakota, with 
-|a capital stock of $1,000,000. Of this 
sum, $400,000 was represented by Mont- 
gomery's services, and $600,000 by the 
trade mark, ‘which was called “Open 
Eve Brand, Shoe.” 

The Government alleged that Mont- 
gomery paid for ‘advertising in several 
country papers with stock in the com- 
| pany. The company alleged in its lit- 
erature, the Government contends, that 
its capital stock was fully paid up at 
$10 a share for $100,000 shares. 

Montgomery, who is held pending 
making $2500 bond, told a reporter that 
“the indictment against me is faulty.” 
He admitted that the main office of hig 
company was in his rooming house.

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A PROTEST FROM WEBSTER GROVES. 

To the HMditor of the Post-Dispatch. 
$s In your recent editorial, “Greater St. Louis,” you 
State that “St. Louls and its suburbs should be 
United and form one city,” and that “the suburbs 
would undoubtedly receive the greater benefit of 
the consolidation tn better fire and police protec- 
tion, lower water and gas rates, better schools, 
sewer connections, improved streets and roads, 
and an influx of real estate buyers.” You might 
‘ave added, probably 5-cent trolley fare to Fourth 
treet. This applies very well to the unincorporat- 
ed parts of St. Louis County; but no material ad- 
ition to the size and population of St. Louis can 
‘be made unless you take in the county cities. If 
“You investigate public opinion in these, you will 
find very little that supports your judgment as to 
the desirability of incorporation, or the: distribu- 
tion of the benefits thereof. Speaking of my own 
city, Webster Groves, a review of the situation 
with regard to the benefits you name shows that 
St. Leuls has but little to offer us: 

-Our fire-fighting force is adequate, one of our 
‘machines being a latest pattern motor, with power 
‘pump, all housed in handsome brick houses where 
‘B® paid force is always on watch We have an 
‘wert police force. There is almost no delinquency, 
‘and good order prevails. There is an abundant 
supply of water of excellent quality. Private 
"isers pay 30 cents the 1000 gallons, which covers 
@s well the cost of all that is used for fire and 
Other public purposes. This rate will be lowered 
‘@s soon as the mains are paid for. Our gas rate 
Might be lowered a little after consolidation; but 
this would not be a large saving. We have good 
schools, growing bettar every year, with the same 
‘Brades and courses St. Louis. We should gain 
Dut little in this item. Our sewers are practically 
complete and adequate. The good health of the 
ommunity testifies te their efficiency. We have 
‘many miles of improved streets, and are building 
others, upon the same system used in St. Louis, as 
Mast as the property owners can afford to pay for 
‘them. We have no desire for “an influx of real 
‘estate buyers.” We are growing healthily by the 
‘coming of a high-class of home builders. You 
would be surprised, perhaps, to know how many 

‘ef these are moving Decause they want to get out 
@f St. Louis. The promised saving of 5 cents the 
rip in electric fares would be more important if 
it were not the fact that a large part of suburban 
travel is by the steam railways, and will so con- 
tinue because of the greater speed and conifort. 
~ What is there, then, that St. Louis has to offer 
: that would justify the price we would have to 

y—the loss of our independence—the exchange 
of an able and honest home government for one 
that too often appears to be neither honest nor 
able? Our local governmental conditions are as 
nearly ideal as is consistent with human fallibil- 
ity and the laws of the State of Missouri. At 
elections we have the short ballot—only six or 
eight places to fill. The candidates are chosen 
solely upon merit, with no reference to partisan 
politics. They are men of known ability and in- 
tegrity, with thorough knowledge of the city's 
needs and devotion to her interests. Contrast 
these conditions with those that would prevail 
after consolidation. Then we should have to 
carry our wants in to a Greater St. Louis legisla- 
ture, chosen politically and boss-ridden, with par- 
tisanship and spoils too often the deciding ele- 
ment. The prospect does not invite us. 

Last, but by no means least, there is the sa- 
loon. No grog shop has ever been permitted te 
open in Webster Groves since its incorporation, 
nor will be with the consent of her people. A year 
age when the question was put to vote the result 
showed about twelve to one against license. To 
get any vote at all in Webster the proponents of 
consolidation would have to show, beyond perad- 
venture, that local opinion would always control 
in this matter.

NEW EMPIRE-BUILDING IN APRICA. 
The Boer Government of South Africa had their 
reasons, distinct from any reasons London may 
have had, for making war on adjacent German 
possessions. They were the same reasons that 
led Americans during our Colonial wars to carry 
on war against the French possessions in Canada. 
The Boers were considering their own, rather 
than imperial interests. They wanted to extend 
their own territories over the area occupied by 
the Germans, to reserve for themselves its re- 
sources in land and natural wealth. Doubtless 
also there were the same jealousy and distrust 
of German colonists that the Americans had for 
the French colonists to the North. 

It was largely for this reason that the uprising 
against British rule of a little handful of Boers 
who united themselves with the Germans was 
frowned on by Soutt African sentiment. It had 
about as much prospect of success as a move- 
ment of a few New Yorkers or New Englanders 
to identify themselves with Canadian destinies 
would have had 150 years ago in this country. 

German Southwest Africa, with an area of four 
or five Mississippi Valley states, has now been 
st bdued and annexed to the South African Union. 
Other German territory in Africa cannot escape 
the same fate. Zansibar now belongs to Pngland, 
which traded Helgoland for it, but it is a curious 
fact that the.old classic route via Zanzibar of ex-

Stanley and more than once by Livingston, has 
leng been tn German hands.

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LLOYD-GEORGE VS. HALDANE. 
Those at all familiar with the careers of David 
Lloyd-George, now Minister of Munitions for 
Great Britain, and Lord Haldane, former Chancel- 
lor, will regret that what looks like petty politics 
has been stirred up through a misunderstanding 
between these two eminent men. 
It appears that Haldane, as former War Min- 
ister, reorganizer of the British army and creator 
of the Territorial service, resented a recent state- 
ment that the lack of munitions was due to neg- 
lect on the part of the ministry of which he was a 
genior member and was a reflection on him as War 
Minister. Replying to that statement, he asserted 
that, at a meeting last October, the War Office 
decided to increase tenfold the output of ammuni- 
tion; and that contracts for this increase were 
then drawn up. 
Lloyd-George comes back with the assertion that 
Lord Haldane’s memory is at fault, and the North- 
cliffe newspapers have taken up the fight, making 
it the basis of a popular crusade to remove from 
public office any other servants of the State ‘“‘by 
whose negligence or incompetence the fate of the 
empire has been endangered.” This, practically, 
charges Haldane with either negligence or incom- 
petence. Up to date, Lord Haldane has made no 
further reply to his detractors. 
It is hard to believe that a man of Lord Hal- 
dane’s mental equipment &nd experience made a 
mistake in stating what took place at a meeting of 
the War Office unless he knew the facts. But 
it ought to be possible for him to prove that the 
increase was authorized and the contracts drawn 
up, as he stated. In that case, Lloyd-George would 
be shown in the wrong. 
It is understood that the whole affair is an in- 
direct effort to pave the way for Lord Haldane’s 
return to the Cabinet. One may rest assured that 
tHe former Chancellor himself is not privy to any 
such log-rolling scheme.

FORGING LOWER 
PRICES FOR ZING 


Quotations Drop From Nearly 
$575 to About $475 a Ton— 
Work Swamps Smelters. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press 

LONDON, July 2.—The interest the 
British Government has recently taken 
in the threatened shortage of zinc (spel- 
ter) marks the first of a series of moves 
which the new Ministry of Munitions 
pians to secure a steady flow of supplies 
of the so-called war metals. F 

The great bulk of England’s supply 
cf zinc—used in cartridge cases—came, 
before the war. from Germany and Bel- 
gium. There is no lack of zinc ore, it 
is said, but the smelting works of this 
country have not been adequate to cope 
with the supply. Meanwhile zinc has 
been advancing by leaps and bounds, 
rising from a before-the-war price of 
$110 a ton to the recent quotation of 
nearly $675. Since the intervention of 
the Government the price has fallen 
back to about $475. 

No difficulty is anticipated regarding 
nickel, which is a war-time essential 
in the manufacture ot steel and for 
ocher purposes. The sources of supply, 
New Caledonia and Canada, are in the 
hands of the allies, and the position is 
comparatively simple. 

Lead comes from the United States, 
Spain and Australia, and with the seas 
open, it is expected that all the supplies 
needed will be forthcoming, although 
prices recently have advanced sharply. 

Antimony, which is used to harden 
bullets, was formerly imported mainly 
from France, but that country is now 
vsing practically all it can produce, 
aud England and Russia are obtaining 
their supplies from the Far East. 

Copper comes to England from the 
United States, Chile, Spain and Aus- 
tralia. The main difficulty with this 
metal is in regard to the price, whicn 
has risen from $300 a ton a year. ago 
to recent quotations as high as $410.

CALLS DIFFERENCES 
IRRECONCILABLE 


Paul Harms Hopes America Will 
Appreciate Greatness of 
German Concession. 


BERLIN, via London, July 12.—Paul 
Harms devotes the leading paragraph 
in the Tageblatt's weekly review to not 
over optimistic comment regarding the 
Cifferences existing between America 
and Germany. He refers to the Ameri- 
can demand that ships be warned befcre 
tney are sunk and declares that such 
a course would :nean the giving up of 
the submarine as a weapon. 

“One ,need make no bones of saying 
that it is impossible to reconcile the 
German and the American standpoint,” 
says the writer. 

“That would mean for us the giving 
up of submarine warfare and if Amert- 
cans will not see that we cannot do 
that, there is nothing to be done. There 
is no necessity for exchanging notes to 
reconcile irreconcilable differences. ‘he 
exchange is made for the purpose of 
finding a tolerable compromise and in 
this direction the German note goes ex- 
traordinarily far.” < 

Herr Harms says he fears that in the 
case of certain ships being designated 
as carrying Americans, the British 
would emplcy false flags and signs to 
deceive submarines and create artificial 
trouble with America. He leaves for 
future discussion the questicn of 
whether the United States “wvould be 
able or even have the honest purpose 
tu checkrnate the latter possibility.” 

“We must assume,” he continues 
“that the leading German departments 
&re convinced they can assume respon- 
sibility for the proposal made to Amer- 
‘ca. For us it orly remains to hav 
clearly in mind its scope and to ho 
that the other side will appreciate the 
xreatness of the concession for which 
the German Governmert has declared 
itself ready. The mere reservedly we 
uwait in this hope the American answer 
the better will the cause be served.”’ 


LIGHTNING SETS FIRE TO HUGE 
GASOLINE TANK AT WOODRIVER 


2500 Barrels of Fluid Destroyed in 
Blase That Rises 100 Feet 
im the Air. 

Lightning struck a tank of gasoline in 
the Standard Oil refinery yards at 
Woodriver, Ill, south of Alton, this 
morning, and about one-half of the 6000 
barrels of fluid contained in the tank 
was destroyed. The other half was 
saved by being drained off from be- 
neath. 

The tank is one of 130 receptacles 60 
to 70 feet high, which stand at dis- 
tances of several hundred yards from 
each other. It was one-fourth full. Pro- 
visions have been made against fire 
from any cause, and the tanks are open 
to such an extent that the sudden in- 
troduction of fire does not cause an 
explosion. 

Powerfu! jets of steam were played on 
the inside of the tank, to overcome the 
effect of the flames, and the outside 
of the tank was kept cool with water, 
while the contents of the tank were 
drained out as rapidly as possible. The 
fire, which rose to a height of more 
than 100 feet, subsided after the men 
had fought it nearly an hour.
